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HE Commissioner of Internal Revenue has already taken 
preliminary steps towards the collection of the one per 

cent corporation income tax as provided for in the new tariff 
bill. Internal revenue collectors have been instructed to pre- 
pare lists of all corporations—including insurance companies 
—doing business in their respective districts. The corpora- 
tions are divided into five classes, viz.: financial and commer- 
cial; public service; industrial and manufacturing; mercan- 
tile and miscellaneous, and the report must show the capital 
of each. These reports are to be classified and arranged 
alphabetically, the details of preparing them involving a vast 
amount of labor and expense. Later these reports have to be 
sorted out by classes in the Commissioner’s office and blanks 
prepared for each group of corporations, which each one will 
have to fill out and on which statement the tax is to be levied 
There will be a great diversity of opinion as to the manner in 
which these blanks are to be filled in, and much will depend 
upon the consciences of those charged with that duty. Of 
course, every corporation will endeavor to keep the amount 
of its tax down as low as possible, and will take advantage of 
every possible non-assessable item, thus making the tax vir- 
tually self-imposed. In obtaining the necessary information, 
classifying the corporations, arranging the statements re- 
ceived, assessing the tax thereon and finally making the col- 
lections, a tremendous task is imposed upon the internal 
revenue department, which will necessitate the services of .an 
army of employees of all classes and calibre. It would be 
difficult to devise a system of taxation more complicated and 
costly than the corporation income tax, or one that is more 
objectionable to the business interests of the country. That 
it is inequitable and discriminating is abundantly shown by 
the criticisms now being so generally made. A lawyer of 
prominence calls our attention to an illustration of the in- 
equity of the proposed tax by citing the situation among the 
brewers of New York. In the city and immediate vicinity 
there are many breweries, some of which belong to corpora- 
tions, some to partnership and some to individuals. Any one 
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of those owned individually has a larger income than any one 
of the corporations, yet the corporation will have to pay the 
income tax while the individual and partnership owners will 
go tax free. The same condition exists in the printing busi- 
ness and in other lines of industry—the corporations must 
pay the tax for which individuals incur no liability. In most 
of such cases the individual owners are the most active com- 
petitors of the corporations, which are thus handicapped to 
the extent of one per cent of their income. So much opposi- 
tion to this corporation income tax is being developed that it 
is more than probable that sufficient pressure will be brought 
to bear upon Congress next December as to induce that body 
to repeal this obnoxious section of the tariff law. If not, 
then the question of the validity of the law will be carried into 
the courts. In any event, the enforcement of the law is likely 
to be so long delayed that the Government will not derive any 
revenue under it for the present fiscal year. 





HE suggestions made by Dr. Burnside Foster to the 
Association of Life Insurance Presidents as to the 
means that should be adopted to lengthen human life have 
excited favorable comment from hundreds of journals and 
magazines throughout the country. Dr. Foster suggested 
that the life insurance companies should co-operate with pub- 
lic officials to secure better and more sanitary methods of 
living, to the extent of providing free medical examinations 
of their policyholders every five years, that any disease that 
might develop could be guarded against in its incipiency. 
The association has issued in pamphlet form extracts from 
hundreds of newspaper editorials, commending the sugges- 


tion, and urging municipal and State officials to use every. 


endeavor to educate the public to the necessity of adopting 
better sanitary measures for the prevention and eradication 
of disease, thereby lengthening the span of human life. 
The subject is attracting great attention and cannot but re- 
sult in unmeasurable benefit to the entire community. 





ACTUAL VS. EXPECTED MORTALITY.* 

IFE insurance companies use as the basis for their 
. premium computations standard mortality tables, which 
indicate the rate of mortality to be expected both annually 
and for any given period. The experience of most companies 
for any given year shows that the number of deaths occurring 
(or the amount terminating by death) is less than the ex- 
pected, and from this source come the mortality savings, 
which, in the case of participating companies, help swell the 
surplus earnings which are distributed subsequently to policy- 
holders. The true test of the death rate of a life insurance 
company is shown by the proportion which the actual death 
claims incurred bear to the amount expected by the mortality 
table in use. Since the publication of the Gain and Loss 
Exhibit by the several: Insurance Departments, these figures 
have been made available and are presented herewith. The 
method of comparing the number of deaths with the mean 
number of policies in force fails to treat every company on 
the same basis. A company having a large proportion of its 
business at a high average age will naturally show a greater

In preparing the Gain and Loss Exhibit, so far as the 
mortality showing is concerned, the life insurance companies 
are required to consider the following items: On the credit 
d mortality on insurance; deduct expected 
mortality expected mortality on net amount at 
risk. On the debit side—death losses incurred; deduct re- 
serves released by death; actual net mortality on insurance. 
The difference between the expected mortality on net amount 
at risk and the actual net mortality on insurance is the sav- 
ing effected on mortality, while the second item divided by 
the first gives the percentage of actual to expected mortality. 

On this basis the accompanying table has been prepared, 
showing, for a large number of companies, the percentages, 
year by year, for a period of ten years, together with

averages for two five-year periods and for the entire ten 
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ratio, the figures entering into the compilation so as to il 
lustrate the process. The mortality rate for 1908 was again 
extremely favorable, only one year of the ten under con- 
sideration showing a lower percentage. In the entire period 
given, the ordinary companies (as distinguished from the in- 
dustrial) experienced an average saving on mortality of 
twenty-three and one-half per cent, while nineteen exceeded 


‘twenty-five per cent, four of which experienced such a low 


rate as to show savings of more than forty per cent in 
this particular.

BOSTON AND VICINITY. 


The Boston Board of Fire Underwriters has voted to rescind the 
action of the board, May 26, 1909, which increased one hundred per 
cent the rate on tobacco, snuff and cigars in non-fibre warehouses, and 
that policies written since that date may be canceled pro rata or have 
the rate reduced pro rata from August 31. 


The New England Insurance Exchange has restored the minimum 
rates in Chelsea on dwellings and apartments. This is the result of 
action taken because of the efficient work done by the board of control 
of the city. 


C. E. Leach, of the firm of Anderson, Adams & Co., Portland, has 
been elected secretary of the Maine Association of Local Fire Under- 
writers. 


Secretary C. M. Goddard of the New England Insurance Exchange, 
and President A. W. Damon of the Springfield Fire and Marine, will 
address the Vermont Association of Local Fire Insurance Agents at 
the annual meeting October 7. 


NOTES FROM PHILADELPHIA. 
Agents in this city are rather pleased to know that the large line 
of approximately $4,000,000 on the Spreckels sugar refinery, which was 
lost by them a few years ago, is coming back, and they hope that this 
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decision by the sugar company will go so far as to include also the 
Franklin refinery, which is quite as extensive as the Spreckels plant. 


D. J. Walsh’s Sons have succeeded the Arrott & Hawley Insurance 
Agency as representatives of the Cooper Fire of Dayton, Ohio, for 
this territory. 


Philadelphia fire insurance premiums in the first six months of 
1909 aggregated $2,911,781, against $2,886,679 in the corresponding 
period in 1908. 


The Pittsburg insurance agency of James W. Arrott, Ltd., has 
absorbed that of Frank T. Lockhart, and Mr. Lockhart is secretary of 
the corporation. 


The new firm of Ridge, McNeill & Furlong have had added to the 
list of companies represented by the old firm of Will K. Ridge & Co. 
the Colonial of New York, succeeding the Wagner & Taylor Co. and 
Charles E. Heath, its former representatives. 


Franklin Townsend, Jr., has resigned as assistant special agent of the 
Jefferson Fire for Eastern Pennsylvania. H. C. Chase, whose field 
formerly covered the western part of both this State and New York 
for the Jefferson, is now in full charge of the Pennsylvania field, and 
W. C. Gibson covers the State of New Jersey. 


Camden, N. J., has for months past been clamoring for the removal 
of the pink slip charge placed on certain classes of risks some time 
ago, owing to unsatisfactory conditions as to its fire-fighting facilities 
and water supply, but because these conditions have not improved as 
much as was demanded the Philadelphia Suburban Underwriters has 
declined to remove the charge. Feeling that a municipal insurance 
company could be made a successful business enterprise on a basis 
of rates considerably below those charged by association companies, 
and at the same time be the means of demonstrating to those com- 
panies and the insuring public that the rates established by the associa- 
tion are exorbitant, city councils last week appointed a committee of 
three members to take up with Mayor Ellis the question of organizing 
a municipal company. 

It is understood that dating from October 1 H. Catanach will sever 
his connection with the National of Hartford as special agent for the 
Middle Department field. 


“Swamped” was the way a prominent local agent put it when asked 
how his office had been affected by the recent action of the Philadel- 
phia Fire Underwriters Association in removing the fifteen-cent con- 
flagration charge and reducing the “blue slip” charge. He said, 
further: 


The labor resulting from this reduction in rate so handicaps the 
work of the office that we are hardly able to handle the new business 
which comes to us as agents, let alone going after that which we 
might secure as brokers. September, 1909, will likely establish a record 
as the month in which net premium receipts in Philadelphia were 
almost nil, and the outlook for any further increase in premium 
receipts this year seems very poor.

German Union Fire’s New York License Canceled. 


The New York State license of the German Union Fire of Baltimore 
has been canceled by the New York Insurance Department, the com- 
pany having refused to permit the Department to examine its affairs. 
A short time ago the company refused to permit the Maryland Depart- 
ment to make an examination, and the Delaware Insurance Depart- 
ment is now investigating its condition, as the company operates under 
a Delaware charter. 

The German Union recently reinsured its risks in the Globe and 
Rutgers Fire, continuing business. The New York Insurance Department 
gave out the following statement: 

Representations having been made that this company was being man- 
aged by the firm of Dickson & Tweeddale, who have also been inter- 
ested in two or three other companies which have of late gone out of 
business, and the New York Department having been informed that such 
company had recently refused to permit the Maryland Department to 
examine into its affairs, examiners were yesterday appointed and in- 
structed to proceed to Baltimore and conduct an examination. Such 
examination having been refused by the officers of the company this 
morning, the New York Department immediately canceled the certificate 
authorizing the company to do business in this State.

A building code, following the ideas included in the Cincinnati code, 
has been decided upon by the Chamber of Commerce and the ordinance 
committee of the city council of Akron. The work of drafting the code 
will be under way within a short time.

Iowa News. 
[From OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


The Monongahela of Pittsburg has applied for admission to Iowa. 

Des Moines insurance men are discussing with much interest reports 
that Mason City insurance agents have stopped the practices of cutting 
rates following a recent meeting. There is considerable speculation as 
to just how far insurance men may go in meetings of this sort as to 
agreements under the Blanchard anti-compact law. If it is possible to 
agree upon absolute observance of the schedules, the rate-war problem 
in Iowa is solved, but Des Moines insurance men say that such agree- 
ments would not be legitimate. However, it is possible for one insur- 
ance company to buy the rate sheets of another company and use them, 
they say; or it is possible for one insurance man to say to another, “I 
am going to follow exactly the rate sheets of my company,” but that 
any agreement would be illegal. Just the manner followed in Mason 
City is not known here in detail and Des Moines fire insurance men are 
interested in the method followed. At the present time insurance men 
in many Iowa cities meet often in Des Moines and Burlington; for in- 
stance, luncheons are held, but the rate question is a forbidden topic of 
conversation. 

The Columbia Insurance Company of Jersey City and the Mannheim 
of Mannheim, Germany, have applied for admission to Iowa.

Risks Exempted from Decrease in Kansas. 


The Kansas Insurance Department gives the following as a list of 
special hazards exempted from twelve per cent decrease: 


Alfalfa mills, amusement parks, automobiles or garages, bakeries (using power 
machinery), baled hay or warehouses for same, baseball parks, broom corn or 
warehouses, brick yards, cement, clay and stoneworkers risks, cars (steam, 
cable, electric), car barns and contents, carpenter shops, coal- shaft property, 
creameries, consequential damage insurance, electric light and power stations, 
elevators (terminal or receiving), grain or grain storage tanks, fair-ground prop- 
erty, flour and cereal mills and contents, foundries, Tactevies (all kinds except 
hand power), garages for automobiles, gas plants, coal, water or oil, ice plants and 
ice houses, livery barns, laundries and contents, lead and zinc mining plants,

metal workers and machine shops, manufacturing plants (all kinds except hand 
power), oil refineries, oil tanks and oil manufacturing risks, packing and dexter 
house plants, paper mills, renovating plants, salt plants, stock yards, skating 
rinks, wood and metal workers, woodworking risks. 

Other risks excepted are: Dwellings (except as to exposure charges), private 
barns, flats or terraces, boarding houses, churches, schools, academies, educational 
institutions, hospitals, infirmaries, court houses, libraries, reform schools, asylums, 
builders’ risks, tari property, tornado insurance.

W. M. Railey on New Orleans Conditions. 
[To THE EDITOR OF THE SPECTATOR. ] 


Your issue of September 2 contains a letter from your New Orleans 
correspondent, ‘‘Magnolia,’’ in which he quotes me as having said that 
the city of New Orleans ‘‘can settle its insurance problem by appropri- 
ating $100,000 for the fire department.’’ This is, no doubt, an unin- 
tentional error on his part. I strongly urged the Board of Trade com- 
mittee to recommend that the city council increase the budget by ap- 
propriating $100,000 additional per annum, which is a very different 
story; but, of course, I do not pretend to say that this will settle the 
problem. It will go a long way in that direction, however. The last 
appropriation was $372,129. The increase would enable the Board of Fire 
Commissioners to employ a full complement of men for each engine, 
keep every piece of apparatus in first-class repair, purchase an abundant 
supply of reserve hose, install hose-towers, and possibly provide for a 
repair shop owned and controlled by the department. 

We have not had a serious fire in New Orleans since the new municipal 
water-works went into commission, January 1, 1909, and the work of 
the fire department has certainly been excellent since that time.

The New Orleans Situation. 
[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


That the fire insurance companies operating in the city of New 
Orleans will insist on important changes in the local fire department 
and a re-organization of the Board of Fire Commissioners before agree- 
ing to any reduction in rates in the city, is the substance of state- 
ments made by leading local agents. It is also pointed out that the 
council committee on budget should increase the appropriation for the 
department $100,000. Politics is declared to be too prominent a factor 
in the operation of the Board of Fire Commissioners, and it is alleged 
to be a very unprogressive institution—hence the attitude of the in- 
surance men. The Board cf Trade report on fire insurance conditions in 
New Orleans will be finished this week. It is said to have been care- 
fully drafted, however, and will, it is stated, thoroughly cover the situa- 
tion. It is understood that it will recommend a number of important 
changes in the fire department. It will also suggest a reduction in 
existing rates approximating about thirty per cent. Whether it will 
eall for a legislative investigation of the fire prevention bureau, on the 
grounds that the bureau is operating in violation of the anti-compact 
law, remains to be demonstrated. 

The published report here that the Phenix of Brooklyn was making 
an effort to buy a certain local company of New Orleans has excited 
considerable interest in local insurance circles. The president of the 
company has denied that any such deal was pending.

Alabama Legislation. 


‘ [From OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Chief of the insurance laws, which were passed at the special session 
of the legislature, in the opinion of Secretary of State Frank N. Julian, 
who is the ex-officio Insurance Commissioner, was the fire marshal act. 
This official has not yet been named, though Mr. Julian states that he 
will make the appointment in the course of the next week. 

There were fourteen insurance laws in all passed. In addition to 
the one mentioned above were the following: 

(2) To fix the amount of capital and deposits of miscellaneous com- 
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panies; (3) to prevent misrepresentations, rebates, fictitious figures, 
etc.; (4) further regulating agents; (5) permitting deposits of foreign 
life insurance companies to consist of any State’ bonds, United States 
bonds or mortgages; (6) requiring Insurance Commissioners to report 
violations of laws to solicitors; (7) authorizing the deposits by do- 
mestic life insurance companies of securities equal to or in excess of 
the legal reserve on the policies of such companies; (8) providing 
a method for discontinuing of the business of mutual aid and assess- 
ment companies by advertisement and examination; (9) providing that 
insurance companies shall be allowed credit for returned premiums; 
(10) allowing credit for reinsurance placed in companies authorized to 
do business in Alabama only; (11) allowing publication of companies’ 
statements in weekly as well as daily newspapers—formerly required in 
daily newspapers, exclusively; (12) placing surety companies exclusively 
under the jurisdiction of the Insurance Commissioner; (13) providing 
a taxation on a percentage basis; (14) providing that fire insurance 
agents shall not make known to other agents rates charged for in- 
surance, except in cases of reinsurance and except in cases where com- 
panies are members of the Tariff Association.

—The Governor of Alabama has signed the measure providing for the creation 
of the office of Fire Marshal in that State. The expense of the Department will 
be borne by the companies, a tax of one-fifth of one per cent on gross premiums 
being levied for the purpose. 

—Forty-six fire insurance companies out of a total of one hundred and thirty- 
six doing business in Texas have filed bonds with the Department to guarantee 
their risks in Texas, in accordance with the act passed by the late legislature. 
The law became effective June 12, and September 12 is the last day the bonds 
may be filed and penalty avoided. 

—‘“Texas Fire and Life Insurance Agents’ Directory” is the title of a new 
publication just issued by W. R. Page of Austin, Tex. The book is arranged 
alphabetically by cities and towns, and agencies are presented in alphabetical 
order for each city or town, the agent’s name being followed by numbers indi- 
cating the companies represented and referring to the list of licensed companies, 
which is given in the fore part of the book. In the list in question the com- 
panies are arranged alphabetically, and each has its distinctive number, and is 
followed by words or abbreviations showing the classes of insurance transacted. 
The directory is printed in clear, legible type, is simple in its arrangement and 
should be serviceable to any company, general agency or special agent having to 
do with Texas business. This directory sells at $5 per copy.

Non-Board Agents Organize at Seattle. 
[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


A short time ago, ten of the non-board offices of Seattle formed an asso- 
ciation, to be known as the Associated Independent Fire Underwriters of 
Seattle. The association in its constitution has for its object the pro- 
motion of better practices and to secure equitable rates, and to formu- 
late rules and regulations for the management of the fire business. The 
association starts off with the largest and strongest of the independent 
men in Seattle as members, and ali of the non-board agents have agreed 
to join hands, and the success of the movement seems assured from the 
start. No radical moves will be made, and the officers and executive 
committee are all men of known ability. The by-laws are very fair, 
and no agent should find any objection to them, and the benefit to be 
derived from the association is worth considerable to any agent. One of 
the moves to be made by the agents will be to reduce the time for pay- 
ment of balances by brokers; sixty days was the time formerly, and this 
was abused and was made, as a rule, about ninety days or more. The 
matter of brokers complying with the State laws as to getting licenses 
before placing business will also be enforced.

Some months ago the members of the Brokers Exchange claimed the 
municipal license law to be illegal and took the matter into the courts. 
The ruling was against them, and redress is now being sought by a 
petition to the Board of Supervisors. 

The Pioneer Fire of Seattle, Wash., has absorbed the Columbia Fire 
and moved its head offices to Tacoma, the home town of the latter 
concern. J. D. Atkinson, the well-known insurance man of Seattle, is 
president of the company. 

The Sovereign Fire Insurance Company of Canada is having a hard 
fight to gain admittance to California. The obstacles are technical 
ones and are no reflection on the company. It seems that the com- 
pany’s deposit in Minnesota is for the benefit of “policyholders and 
creditors,” which Commissioner Wolf claims does not comply with the 
California law requiring a deposit for the benefit of policyholders. The 
Minnesota Commissioner is willing, apparently, to give Mr. Wolf any 
kind of certificate within his power, and C. J. Stovel, the general agent 
of the company, is doing all he can to satisfy the Department; but the 
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deadlock continues. The Sovereign purchased the $100,000 deposit of 
the British America Assurance Company, which has retired from the 
field, but even this does not satisfy Mr. Wolf, because there are still 
a few policies of the latter company outstanding. It is a hardship on 
Mr. Stovel, who has entered the Sovereign in other States of his terri- 
tory, and is anxious to do business in his home State.

United Fire Insurance Company, New York. 


Ferris E. Shaw, who was for fifteen years identified with the London and 
Lancashire and was subsequently general agent for the Federal of Jersey City 
and the Assurance Company of America, is now vice-president of the United 
Insurance Company of Chicago, and is in New York preparing to launch the 
United Fire Insurance Company of New York, of which he is to be president. 
The last-named company is to be a subsidiary of the United of Chicago, and will 
probably begin business about January 1, 1910, with a capital and surplus of 
$1,000,000 or more. The stock of the parent company (which will hold the stock 
of the New York company) is steadily being taken, 140,000 shares at $5 per 
share having already been subscribed for, with negotiations pending with many 
other parties. Mr. Shaw will secure temporary quarters about October 1 in New 
York city, which latter will be the permanent home of the new fire company. 
It is the intention cf the United Fire to transact its business through direct re- 
porting agencies, except possibly on the Pacific Coast, where, owing to the dis- 
tance, a department may be established. The company will operate along con- 
servative lines, recognizing the principles of the National Association of Local 
Fire Insurance Agents and adhering to tariff rates. Organization and operating 
expenses will be kept down to a minimum and the company will begin business in 
condition to accept a large amount of business, the bulk of its funds being in the 
shape of surplus. It will avail of the provisions of the safety fund law, so that 
agents may rely upon its permanency under almost any conditions. Many ex- 
cellent agencies have already been selected, so that by the time the company is 
ready for operations a liberal amount of business will be awaiting it through prob- 
ably 2500 agencies. The articles of incorporation have been prepared for the 
United Fire, and the legal steps necessary will soon be in process. Fifty promi- 
nent agents will constitute an advisory directorate and fifty financiers will be 
associate directors. 

After the United Fire has started upon its career the United Insurance Com- 
pany will give attention to the organization of the United Casualty Insurance 
Company, which will be followed by separate companies to write life and marine 
risks, etc. It is understood that all of them are to be New York institutions. 





—Vice-President R. M. Bissell of the Hartford Fire has arrived home from 
Europe. 

—FEight British fire insurance companies have withdrawn from Jamaica, while 
most of those remaining have advanced rates to about double those charged prior 
to the earthquake and conflagration. 


—John H. Schively, Insurance Commissioner of Washington, has been ac- 
quitted on every charge of the articles of impeachment preferred against him by 
the House of the Washington Legislature. The Senate voted on each count 
separately. 

—The Pennsylvania Fire has canceled its policies covering the property in 
Oakland, Cal., of the Pacific Coast Mill and Lumber Company because of the 
latter’s attitude toward union and non-union men. The matter has been taken up 
by the Merchants Exchange in an effort to discover means of redress. The 
cancellation of the policies was the direct result of an attempt to burn the 
lumber company’s propery a couple of weeks ago.

—The “Philadelphia, Pennsylvania and Delaware Insurance Directory,” dated 
July, 1909, has been published by J. H. C. Whiting. It presents much useful 
data concerning underwriters’ organizations, lists of companies operating in the 
States named, and of licensed brokers; agencies and companies represented in 
the various cities and towns of the two States, the towns being arranged alpha- 
betically; statistics of Pennsylvania and Delaware business, population of towns, 
fire department data, etc. The book comprises over 400 pages, and sells at $2 
per copy.

IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 


John F. Makley, general manager of the National Life Insurance 
Company in New York city, and A. H. Gseller of Newark, State man- 
ager for New Jersey, have formed a partnership, with headquarters 
at 149 Broadway. The firm will be known as Makley & Gseller, and 
will have charge of New York and New Jersey as general managers. 








BOSTON AND VICINITY. 


J. A. Mathias has been made general agent in Boston of the Home 
Life Insurance Company. Mr. Mathias formerly held the same 
position here. 


The Massachusetts Insurance Department has issued a certificate 
of authority to the Independent Workmens Circle of America. This 
concern was formerly known as the “Arbiter Ring of Massachusetts.” 
It was incorporated December 1, 1908, under its present name, being 
brought under the lodge system of fraternal rates as prescribed by the 
National Fraternal Congress. The circle has fifty-nine branches 
throughout the country and about two thousand members. The head- 
quarters are in Boston. The officers are: National chairman, Samuel 
Wilson; national vice-chairman, Davis Goldstein; national secretary, 
Samuel Egdall; national treasurer, Jacob Natonson. 

State Actuary Robert G. Hunter has just issued rates for an imme- 
diate annuity policy which savings banks with insurance departments 
may offer to their patrons. Here are some examples of the rates: 
A man aged sixty can purchase for $1000 an annuity of $91.22; a 
woman of the same age, for the same sum, can purchase an annuity 
of $81.46. The corresponding annuities at age sixty-five are $108.20 
and $95.80; at age seventy, $131.31 and $117.04. 

The Columbian National Life of Boston has supplied its field force 
with a handsomely-printed new rate book covering all its forms of 
life, health and accident policies. A number of reductions have been 
made in premium rates on life policies, while cash values have been 
increased in several instances. Hereafter policies will provide for 
loans equal to the full cash values. The company summarizes the 
benefits in its new policies, in addition to those guaranteed by the laws 
of Massachusetts, as follows: Absolute incontestability after one 
year; freedom from conditions as to residence or travel, occupation 
(either temporary or permanent), and military or naval service from 
date of issue; loan values equal to full cash values; liberal cash and 
paid-up values; thirty-one days’ grace in payment of premiums, with 
interest at five per cent, and reinstatement at any time upon satis- 
factory evidence of insurability. With such an array of talking points 
agents of the Columbian National should be easily able to write a 
million a month. 

William Simeon Smith, actuary of the John Hancock Mutual Life 
since 1894, died in Boston on September 3. 





NOTES FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


There is again some talk of the proposed compact between the plate 
glass insurance companies doing business here becoming operative this 
fall, but from information obtainable it would seem that the wish is 
father to the thought, for a certain prominent office is still not ready 
to attach its signature to the document. 


The Girard Life has been granted a license by the State of Illinois, 
and it is expected will also shortly be granted permission to do 
business in Iowa. 

The Colonial Life has promoted M. J. Dunn, formerly an assistant 
at Pittsburg, to be manager of the Camden office. 

Latest advices seem to indicate that the recent attempt to form a 
compact among the plate glass insurance companies here, which only 
a couple of months ago was spoken of as a certainty as soon as some 
of the minor details were worked out, has, like several previous at- 
tempts, been abandoned. A prominent agent says that a main trouble 
with recent efforts in this direction is that they all provided for a 
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Life Insurance 


stamp clerk or clearing house, and the expense of such an office would 
fall so heavily on companies with a small business as to practically 
preclude their becoming members of a compact, and yet it could not 
be formed without them. 


Superintendents Coffer and Haywood of the Metropolitan Life were 
in charge of the annual field day sports which were held at Maple 
Grove, near Fox Chase, Philadelphia, last week. The affair was a 
great success, and life men from Baltimore and New York were also 
in attendance. 





THE MIDDLE STATES. 





—W. J. Cotler, president of the Reading Finance and Securities Company of 
Reading, Pa., is organizing the Citizens Life Insurance Company of America, 
with $500,000 capital stock. 


—The Pennsylvania agency figures away up in the Illinois Life $100,000 Club 
contest ending July 31. The club recently met in convention at Colorado Springs, 
and it is the largest club the company has ever entertained—thirty-nine members. 
To win the presidency, first vice-presidency or second vice-presidency it was 
necessary to personally pay for $300,000 of new business during the year, M. 
S. Atwood, Jr., the president; S. M. Pugh, first vice-president, and G. W. 
Rhawn, second vice-president, each having paid for over $300,000. M. B. Lock- 
yer’s paid-for business for the year was $550,000, but as he was handicapped 
$500,000 did not finish among the leaders. The combined paid business of the 
four members of the club was considerably over $1,500,000. The Pennsyl- 
vania State agency reports that its written business so far this year shows an 
increase of over 205 per cent over the same period last year, and the paid-for 
business showing an increase of over 300 per cent over the same period last year. 





THE NEW ENGLAND FIELD. 





Massachusetts Life Report Issued. 


Part II. of the fifty-fourth annual report of the Massachusetts In- 
surance Department has been completed and the text transmitted to 
the General Court. Commissioner Hardison touches therein upon many 
interesting topics, among them being the reinsurance of Massachusetts 
business; the extent of application of Massachusetts laws to domestic 
companies; combinations of classes of insurance and discrimination 
against Massachusetts companies, etc.; standard provisions for accident 
and health policies; dishonest agents and brokers; “continuous in- 
stalment” policies not annuity contracts; Union Central Life Insurance 
Company of Ohio; various pertinent dividend considerations, and the 
Hartford Life Insurance Company. 

Mr. Hardison goes exhaustively into the subject of combinations of 
classes of insurance and advocates the enactment of the proposed bill 
amending sections 32 and 34 of chapter 576, acts of 1907, as revised for 
the insurance committee. He also favors statutory provisions for acci- 
dent and health policies, holding that as State supervision has improved 
the standing of the companies, it is reasonable to seek to have their 
contracts put upon a fairer and more equitable basis by law.

Iowa Items.

Attorney-General Byers has approved the articles of incorporation of 
the Mail Carriers Benefit Association of Fort Dodge. The papers are 
now up to Auditor Bleakly. 

A gruesome tale of a man who sold his life insurance policy for $1800 
upon promise that he would commit suicide comes from Burlington, Ia., 
where the body of Bert McCully of Winterset, Ia., was found in Flint 
creek, just north of that city. McCully had been living like a prince 
in Burlington just prior to his death; but it was not until after his 
body was found that detectives began to investigate a report that the 
man had deliberately sold his life for the $1800 and carried out his end 
of the contract after the $1800 were expended. McCully was insured 
for $5000. An unknown man insisted on inspecting the body before it was 
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interred at Wapello. The case is unique in insurance circles, and it is 
expected that detectives will be ready to make some sensational dis- 
closures shortly. 

George Van Evera of Des Moines, well-known insurance man and 
member of the firm of life insurance men of Robinson & Van Evera, has 
been elected director in the Iowa National Bank at Des Moines, suc- 
ceeding K. K. Butler, removed to Chicago. The Iowa National is the 
largest bank in the State. 

W. W. Carr of Des Moines has been appointed special agent in North- 
eastern Iowa for the Des Moines Life. 

L. D. Edson, for three years in the office with Dr. F. J. Will, medical 
director for the Bankers Life, has accepted a position with the Inter- 
State Business Men’s Association. 

J. A. McKeller, vice-president of the Des Moines Life, and Wilmot 
Harbach, secretary, have gone to Philadelphia to establish agencies in 
that State, following the admission of the company to Pennsylvania. 

It is apparent in Des Moines that the way of the aviator is going to 
be rough so far as life insurance is concerned. Three Des Moines men 
who had been granted permission to ride with Lieutenant Lahm in his 
aeroplane at the army maneuvers in Des Moines the latter end of the 
month have been notified that if they take the trip and are killed, there 
will be nothing doing for their beneficiaries in the way of insurance. The 
blow falls hardest: on Sidney A. Foster, secretary of the Royal Union of 
Des Moines, who had been granted permission to take the first flight. 
His own company has declined to be responsible for results and Mr. 
Foster says he will arrange to be out of the city the week of the big 
maneuvers. Geis Botsford, secretary of the Commercial Club, says he 
will take a chance, anyway, and his beneficiaries will be minus the face 
of his policy if he falls to his death. Dr. Wilton McCarthy has also de- 
fied the insurance companies and will accompany Lieutenant Lahm 
through space. ‘ 

W. T. Wiley has been named as district agent for the Fidelity and 
Casualty at Sioux City. He formerly represented the New York Life and 
the Fidelity and Casualty, but will devote his time to the latter ex- 
clusively. 

The Des Moines Life has named Charles H. Fish, formerly of Denver, 
as manager for Northwest South Dakota, with headquarters at Deadwood. 

Anticipating that Attorney-General Eyers will rule that Auditor 
Bleakley is wrong in forbidding insurance companies to insure against 
personal injury cases growing out of automobile accidents, the Automo- 
bile Owners Protective Association, the first of its kind in Iowa, has 
filed articles of incorporation with W. H. Springer of the Wayland- 
Ballard Insurance Agency of Des Moines as the main spoke. The new 
company cannot proceed further until the ruling on Bleakley’s decision 
is handed down. The auditor held that such insurance is contrary to the 
Iowa statutes. 

Articles of incorporation for the Income Protective Accident Associa- 
tion have been forwarded to the State Auditor by C. H. Baker of Des 
Moines. 

There is a tendency among Iowa accident companies to get away from 
the old note system, and the Bankers Accident has abandoned the idea 
entirely. Hereafter accident insurance in this company will be paid for 
in cash, either by the year or in instalments, but notes will not be ac- 
cepted. It is stated that the State Insurance Department has been in- 
clined to favor abandonment of the note idea, holding that companies 
should seek to retain policyholders because the latter like the company, 
and not because they are tied up to it by a note to run a certain number 
of years. ; 

Secretary J. C. Kizer of the Bankers Accident of Des Moines caused his 
friends considerable anxiety when he was taken to the hospital, threat- 
ened with typhoid fever, ten days before the date set for his wedding to 
Miss Hitchcock of Des Moines. The event was to occur August 25, and 
when the day arrived Kizer was still in bed. But he pulled himself to- 
gether, left his cot that night, and the marriage was performed Wednes- 
day, the 25th, as per schedule. 

W. D. Parker of Worcester, Mass., has been made assistant actuary 
in the Central Life of Des Moines. He is an actuarial graduate and will 
work under direction of Dr. J. M. Emory, who is actuary for the Central 
Life and for the Des Moines Life.

—William D. Van Dyke, a prominent lawyer of Milwaukee, has been. elected 
chairman of the executive committee of the Northwestern Mutual Life. 

—E. R. Mellett, formerly with the Lincoln National Life at Fort Wayne, Ind., 
is now superintendent of agents for the Commercial Life of Indianapolis. 

—J. H. Schively, Insurance Commissioner of Washington, has been cleared by 
the investigating committee of the legislature of the charges of malfeasance made 
against him. 

—In the tabulation of life insurance transacted in Missouri in 1908, published 
in The Insurance Year Book, life and casualty volume, the business of the 
Bankers Life of Nebraska was omitted. That company had $1,178,288 insurance 
in force in Missouri on December 31, 1908. 

—The South Bend Life of South Bend, Ind., has been reorganized, with a 
capital stock of $100,000, to operate on a legal reserve basis. The company will 
write accident, health and life insurance. Joel M. Padgett is president, and 
Joseph Stout secretary, of the reorganized company. George I. Richmire and 
J. A. Richmire have retired from the South Bend Life. 








—The New Amsterdam Casualty of New York has issued a new form of com- 
plete indemnity policy, the maximum indemnity under which is $15,000. This is 
paid in ten equal annual instalments or in one sum equivalent to twenty-five per 
cent more than the double indemnity provided for in the policy. The double- 
indemnity feature includes cyclone or tornado. 
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MISCELLANEOUS LIFE NEWS. 





The Amended Statement of the Mutual Life. 


In THE SPECTATOR of August 19, reference was made to the amended 
statement of the Mutual Life Insurance Company of New York, as re- 
quested by the Massachusetts Insurance Department. 

The Life Insurance Policyholders’ Pocket Index contained the figures 
of the Mutual Life as filed by it early in the year with the New York, 
Massachusetts and other Insurance Departments. Five months after The 
Life Index had been published, an amended statement was filed by the 
company with the Massachusetts Department, as of August 10. In com- 
pliance with a demand for the corrected figures, which appear in six 
columns of The Life Index, a second edition of The Life Index was printed 
recently, which covers the data contained in the amended statement of 
the company. 

Following is the reference of THE SPECTATOR to the amended state- 
ment as published in its issue of August 19: 


In making up its statement the company reported under premium in- 
come an item of $6,888,387 as dividends applied to purchase paid-up 
additions and annuities. This was in accord with its practice of apply- 
ing the total dividends when declared to the purchase of additions to 
the policies sharing in them, and the amount of the additions was car- 
ried in the new business showing at $10,922,794. Inasmuch as a large 
part of these dividends was on deferred dividend policies, when the 
actual date of maturity arrived the cash was taken by the holders and 
a cross entry appeared under surrender values. On investigation by 
the Department it was found that of the $6,888,387 applied to purchase 
paid-up additions of $10,922,794, the sum of $4,432,815 was surrendered 
during 1908, thereby canceling $7,213,391 of paid-up additions. 

The original statement of the company has now been amended by de- 
ducting from the item in income “‘dividends applied to purchase paid-up 
additions and annuities” the sum of $4,432,815; taking the same amount 
from the surender values reported as paid; taking from new business 
$7,213,391 of dividend additions surrendered and the same amount from 
the terminations. 

As amended, therefore, the company’s statement shows dividends ap- 
plied to purchase paid-up additions and annuities $2,455,572, instead of 
$6,888,387; new premiums $6,441,548, instead of $10,874,363; total pre- 
miums $54,561,838, instead of $58,994,653; total income $80,447,211, in- 
stead of $84,880,027; surrender values paid in cash $9,473,243, instead of 
$13,906,053; total paid policyholders $48,229,886, instead of $52,662,701; 
total disbursements $60,323,456, instead of $64,756,271; new business $88,- 
290,242, instead of $95,503,633, and insurance terminated $102,642,847, in- 
stead of $109,856,238. 


In further explanation of the practice of the company and the differ- 
ences between the original and the amended statement, as filed with the 
Massachusetts Department, the Mutual Life sends to THE SPECTATOR 
the following: 

At request of the Massachusetts Insurance Department the annual 
statement of this company is amended in respect to certain items re- 
lating to dividends, and it consequently differs from the reports furnished 
other States and from what appears on its own books. The difference 
consists of the exclusion of ‘‘dividends applied to purchase paid-up ad- 
ditions” in those cases where such additions are then or subsequently 
surrendered within the calendar year for cash. Such additions are in 
force until the surrenders are executed, and if death occurs within the 
days of grace, or even on the anniversary of the policy on which the divi- 
dend is allotted, the additional insurance is duly paid by the company. 
Unless otherwise specified in the contract, the dividends of the company, 
beginning with its first dividend in 1848, have always been applied ac- 
cording to this system, pursuant to the long-standing custom then and 
still followed by the principal British companies, though the American 
companies (other than the Mutual Life) have since followed the cash 
dividend system. Corresponding changes are made in the ‘“‘Disburse- 
ments” and in the “Exhibit of Policies.” 





Canadian Life Underwriters Meet. 

The third annual convention of the Canadian Life Underwriters Associa- 
tion met in Toronto on August 31 to September 3. Every section of Canada 
was represented. In his address President John R. Rein of Ottawa reviewed 
the excellent work done by the association in improving business condi- 
tions, looking after legislation and preparing measures for presentation 
to the legislature. The association shows a very healthy growth. Charles 
Jerome Edwards, president of the National Association of Life Under- 
writers, addressed the convention on Friday last, and the handsome cup 
presented by Mr. Edwards for the best essay on “True Ethics of Field 
Work” was won by Geo. McBrooin, agent of the London Life of Canada. 
William C. Johnson of New York made a strong address on the influence 
of the association movement, and T. B. Macaulay, managing director of 
the Sun Life of Canada, also delivered an address. Cups were 
awarded for the best papers on “How the Association Benefits its 
Members,” and ‘“‘How Best to Advance the Association Movement.” 
Also a prize for the local association showing the largest increase in 
membership. 

J. F. Baright, manager of the advertising department of the Prudential 
of Newark, N. J., made an able address, 
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Casualty, Surety, Etc. 





—Major Edward V. Preston, the veteran agency manager of the Travelers 
Insurance Company, returned from Europe with his wife and daughter on 
August 30.

Accident Policy with an Annuity. 


Thé Continental Casualty Company of Chicago has issued a new form 
of accident and health policy, which provides for specific accident annu- 
ities in addition to the immediate payment of a fixed sum. The imme- 
diate payment for death is lower than is usual under other forms, but 
the annuity payments bring the total to be paid for any loss higher 
than under other policies. The annuities run for ten years. A cash 
discount of ten per cent of the annual premium is given when paid 
in advance. The policy is known as the ‘‘Concasco.”’ 





United States Managers Soon to be Chosen. 


Reports emanating from Chicago are to the effect that arrangements 
are being made by which F. W. Lawson, formerly assistant United States 
manager of the London Guarantee and Accident, will become United 
States manager, succeeding the late A. W. Masters, and George D. Webb, 
of the prominent Chicago insurance agency of Conklin, Price & Webb, 
will become joint United States manager. These reports are evidently 
premature. However, it is learned that the secretary of the company, W.R. 
Strong, will shortly arrive in this country, when it is anticipated that the 
choice of United States managers will be definitely settled, the proba- 
bility being that Mr. Lawson will be chosen manager because of his ex- 
cellent record with the company.

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CLAIMS ARISING FROM RESULTS OF 
PERSONAL INJURIES.* 


THE RELATION INJURY BEARS TO DISEASE, AND 
DISEASE TO INJURY. 


A Treatise Showing How Personal Injuries May Affect Various 
Diseases, and How Certain Diseases May Add to Claims 
for Accidents bv Protracting Recovery.

TRAUMATIC BRAIN TUMOR. 

Trauma has been mentioned as the cause in from five to twenty per 
cent of all histories of brain tumors which have been received. 
(Bailey.) These cases appear to have exhibited the same symptoms 
and to have had the same pathological features as those in which 
trauma was not mentioned. 

Hirt believes that the causation of brain tumors is entirely obscure, 
and thinks that the occurrence of such growths following an injury 
is probably for the most part accidental. 

Loomis and Thompson state that, in their opinion, the importance of 
injury as the cause of brain tumors is easily overestimated, as persons 
who suffer from organic brain disease are prone to ascribe the cause 
to a blow on the head, notwithstanding the fact that the supposed in- 
jury may have been insignificant. They admit, however, and this is 
the view of most observers, that a few cases remain in which the first 
symptoms of growths followed so closely upon the injury to the head 
that there seemed to be a direct relation between the trauma and the 
subsequent cerebral tumor. 

While persons of all ages are subject to brain tumor it is more 
common in males than in females.

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Certain tumors, as the fibromata, osteomata and angiomata appear 
to be the forms more frequently occurring after injury. (Mills.) 
Mendel, however, found that osteomatous and sarcomatous growths 
were most frequently mentioned in the reported cases which he 
studied, while gliomatous, carcinomatous and tuberculous tumors 
sometimes occurred. The frontal lobes and the motor regions seemed 
to be the locations where the majority of growths were found. 

While local irritation or injury often precedes the actual presence 
of malignant disease, and while a large number of individuals are 
exposed to local irritation without the development of such disease, 
it cannot be disputed that injuries to the head as well as those of other 
parts of the body are sometimes followed by malignant tumors. 
(Ballance. ) 

When we consider that blows on the head in persons already suf- 
fering from syphil’ or tuberculosis are in many instances followed 
by a local manifestation of the disease in the brain, it is not hard to 
believe that similar causes may give rise to brain tumors in individuals 
who are predisposed or who already liave growths in some other 
parts of the body. 

It must not be forgotten that blows on the head may cause hemor- 
rhage in an already existing brain tumor. 

Certain circumstances tend to show a causal relationship between 
cerebral growths and trauma. Absence of symptoms before the 
accident helps to exclude the pre-existence of the disease, for, while 
brain tumor may be present for some time without manifesting many 
symptoms, this is less likely to be the case in cerebral growths than 
in other chronic diseases. 

Pain or dizziness usually appear early, but marked symptoms of 
tumor, owing to its slow growth, are seldom observed until several 
weeks after the accident in traumatic cases. If symptoms appear im- 
mediately after the injury it is more probable that the tumor pre- 
existed. 

The injury should be to the head and of considerable severity. 
The situation of the tumor should be in close apposition to the point 
of injury to the head. (Bailey.) 

Mendel has studied the subject of traumatic brain tumors more 
extensively than any other medical writer, and has drawn conclusions 
which are of very great value, and which in essential details are as 
follows: 

A head trauma may be the cause of the development of a brain 
tumor, but the presence of a certain predisposition for tumor forma- 
tion (probably abnormal embryonal tendency) must exist in the in- 
jured person. 

In order to assume, in a concrete case, the existence of a causal 
relation between accident and brain tumor, the following conditions 
are necessary: a. That the person, up to the day of the accident, has 
shown no symptoms by which a tumor may be suspected. b. That 
other causative factors are absent. c. That a connection in the time 
can be established between the beginning of the tumor phenomena 
and the date of the trauma (and that the subsequent findings, either 
at operation or at autopsy, do not show ctherwise). 

The supposition of the causal connection between brain tumor and 
trauma gains in probability, if the seat of the tumor corresponds to 
the place of the injury. 

An accident can affect an already existing brain tumor, and cause it 
to develop more rapidly and display s\mptoms of its presence, or 
it may be accidentally ruptured and hemorrhage result.
